TOM LOTT TO .5SPEAK 


The speaker for the meeting on the 
evening of July 21 is Tom Lott. Tom is 
involved in the development of a narrow 
band speech compression system that holds 
great interest as the demand for spectrum 
Space becomes more severe. Speech consists 
of low frequency vowel sounds and high fre- 
quency sounds. The system he is working on 
is one that folds the high frequency conso- 
nant sounds down into spaces between low 
frequency vowel sounds. The resultant band- 
width could be as narrow as 1500 or 1/700 Hz. 

Tom holds several calls. He was first 
licensed in 1936 as G2CIN. He has held the 
VE2AGF call since 1947. Tom also maintains 
a station in Hong Kong, VS6FW, for his trips 
to that island. 

Others working on the narrow band audio 
system are Dr. Richard Harris of the Elec- 
trical Engineering Department of the Univer- 
sity of the Pacific at Stockton, and a 
graduate student, Fred Cleveland, WB6CZX. 

Let's all come out and welcome Tom for 
our July meeting.

I have noticed that nobody uses the phone 
patch for emergency calls. Request are always 
made to base stations to call in the emergen- 
cies. The ham on the spot can make the best 
call to describe the emergency without having 
to rely on another station to relay the mes- 
sage. On the 4th, a fire was discovered an a 
call was made direct, using the phone patch. 
It is quicker and more reliable. Later on in 
the day, a foreign object was seen on the 
highway which could have caused an accident. 
This was also patched into the authorities. | 
This is what the patch is for. I have heard 
many stations report accidents egce. without 
using the patch. If an emergency is noticed by 
a nonmember, a member station can access the 
phone and ice the ham at the scene talk to 
the authorities. 

If you see an emergency requiring quick 
action, call 228-8282 which will put you into 
Contra Costa Emergency Center, which has a 
direct contact with all local emergency cen- 
ters. If you have other numbers of local 
agencies,use them. Some stations have a list 


taped to their rigs. 


When a control station brings up the re- 
peater, it might be a good idea t access the 
phone and hear the dial tone. If it isn't 
working, call me or another officer so it may 
be brought back up. Remember that ACP does 
not have a phone patch. The owners of ACP 
might consider adding this feature to make 
it like AHK. | 

So far, everything is working well. If 
members have anything of interest for repeat- 
er operators let me know so I can put it in 
a REPEATER NEWS article. You may know of things 
that may be of interest for everyone. The 
availability of 220 gear so more members may 
work WR6ARG may be good to know. The 220 ma- 
chine is working well and it also has a phone 
patch.

SOME CONDENSED & REWORDED HR REPORTS 


CB's threat to 220 MHz is far from dead. 
A 20-month study by an FCC group concludes 
that 220-225 and the 900 MHz band mobile 
reserve bands are the best spots for a new 
CB service, and economics, performance, 
timing, and possible medical considerations 
all lean toward 220 MHz.

Senator Barry Goldwater chaired the 
hearing recently on his RFI bill requiring 
better RFI regulation.

Passage of a revised 1934 Communications 
Act is a long way off. There is a proposal 
to abolish the FCC in favor of a "Communi- 
cations Regulatory Commission" and delegate 
frequency allocation to the "National Tele- 
communications Agency’. Amateur license 
terms would be increased to 10 years and 
there would be a license fee. 


“Every Amateur's efforts will count in 
the fight to retain and expand the Amateur 
bands at next year's World Administrative 
Radio Conference (WARC). 


420-450 MHz band users may be in for 
severe interference problems when Air 
Force's ''PAVE PAWS" radar goes into oper- 
ation in the next year or so. 


The FCC can prohibit indecent words from 
being broadcast, according to the Supreme 
Court. Two-way radio conversation was not 
involved in this case. (Editor's comment: 
When I was 7CU in 1919, it was unlawful to 
transmit indecent words by CODE). 


A person alleged to be "W6JAM'", a per- 
sistent jammer whose racial slurs and ob- 
scenities have plagued the Los Angeles re- 
peaters (principally WR6ABN) for some time, 
was ''detained'' for questioning June 21. The 
case will be going before a grand jury soon.
